London, Majr g.— The aVDUtl meet- 
ing of the Iron and Stcfl Institute Is 
ktteAded by all the i)ronuncnt engin- 
eers In Great Hritain. while almost all 
the American enfiaeering centers are 
repreieiiied, Andrew Carnegie being 
among those present The new presi- 
dent, William Whitehlll, devoted al- 
most all his remarks to American 
methods, declaring Great Britain 
would be compelled to adopt them. He 
said: "We shall have to fight much 
harder In the future to retain our 

PCOUd position." 

The principal papor at the opening 
session was read by William Carrctt 
of Cleveland, who prefaced bis re 
marks by declaring Oreat Britain's sti 
premacy in the iron and steel trade, 
so long held, was now lost. He then 
w( nt into a detailed con-.parison of (he 
methods of British and .\nii riean rf)!l 
ing mills with no flattering dediietlona 
for Oreat Britain, and concjuded with 
declaring that If tiie firltish steelma- 
kers did not follow the exan)ple of the 
Americans hy eombinin.;; and also by 
manufacturing only at points most ad- 
vantageous for shipment and using 
the most economical methods, the 
manufacture of iron and steel would 
become a lost art in Great Britain. 
"Manufacturers In r,r( at Hritain. " Mr. 
Garrett (leclarcd, "would not spend 
BUfflci?nt money on mills or machin- 
ery. Adopt American methods at 
iofti olf ihi Bbdisnl pidtie mills in 
Great Britain and mark the increase In 
the output. To say the lirilish woi k 
men cannf)t he as active ami eiu-rgetlc 
as the American workman is entirely 
wrbnjit Your falling behind is'partly 
du'e to thie tact that, up to the present, 
you have no competition. I may be 
wrong, but I venture to assert that 
during the past 10 years all British 
iron and steel manufacturers together 
did not spend much mouey In im- 
provement* as ae Carhegles did In two 
years. Is your ingenuity and energy 
exhausted— 3lr6a who, at one time, 
were the greatest manufacturers in 
the world? 1 cannot believe it. In 
order to show jrou how far you are be- 
hind In the output of wire rods four 
of the best rod miils in Oreat Britain 
during January did not produce as 
many rods as one of the wire rod 
mills in the United States. Is there 

no renMdv, and will Oreat Britain, the 
motn<H' of tnat business, who taught 

the world How to make wire, give it 
up?" Mr. Garrett went on to point 
out how this cunilition of affairs could 
be remedied by consolidation.

The chairman in announcing Mr. 
Carnegie's gift of £6.500 to the insfi 
tute for original nietalhirgicai re- 
search said Mr. Carnegie bad decided 
to double the amount, and the council 
had agreed to distribute among vari- 
ous nationalities one-third to Dr. 
Matthews (.Vmerican). one-third to 
Dr. CioMberg (Austrian), and one- 
third to Dr. Stansfleld (English). 

Mr. Carnegie subsequently, in pro- 
poslnf a vote of thanks for the presi- 
dent's address, said that ln, hls opinion 
the president had put his linger on the 
right spot. Tlie whole Usson of this 
address was: "You must look at home 
and 4evelop the material you have." 
Mr. Carnegie believed thoroughly that 
Cleveland Iron would make good steel. 
He was certain the basic process would 
succeed in Great Britain as it had 
done in America. What was said in 
An^irlca to th^e coptrar/ had not pre- 
vented them m>mr buyiai^ up dl mines 
nobody else wanted. The same could 
be done in Great Britain. The Bible 
taught them, "Seek ye first the king 
dom of heaven and all things will be 
•dded unto you." My. Camegle said: 
"Seek y« i^rst tb|» TTalted Klndc^m and 
the markets of the world will be open- 
ed unto yon Oct right at home and 
do not worry about things abroad." 
The' way to get hold of foreign mar 
ke^, Mr. Qarnegie continued, was to 
get hold of and eoaauer tha markets 
at boan.

Received the Red Beretta. 

Baltimore, May 8. — Sebastian Mar- 
tinelll, titular archbishop of Epheseus 
and cardinal-elect of the Church of 
Rome, received at the hands of Car- 
dinal Gibbons, Wednesday, the red 
beretta and donned the robes which 
will hereafter mark his raqk. The 
ceremony, which Is ihe second atep in 
his elevation to his nc\.' position, was 
marked by all the iionij) and brilliance 
usually attendant upon such occa- 
slons. It was held in the venerable 
cathedral, the first edifice of its kind 
erected upon American sbll, and in 
which the first American priest and 
the first American bishop were ordain- 
ed. Among those who witnessed it 
were men and women prominent in 
every walk of life, diplomats, legisla- 
tors, educators. Journalists and ec- 
clesiastes of prominence. 

Cuba's Commercial Interests. 
New York, May 8. — Major B. F. 

Ladd, ex-treasnrer of Cuba, who has 
Just arrived from Havana, said he 
turned over $1,800,000 to Cent ral Ro- 
loff, who had qualified as treasurer of 
the island. General Roloff was secre- 
tary of war^or the Cuban republic. 
Major Ladd said that while he was In 
Cuba he handled in all $40,000,006 of 
Cuban funds, and that his staff consist- 
ed (if hut 1(1 men. He said that the af- 
fairs of Cuba are controlled by the 
revolutionary party and that the com- 
mercial Interests Qf the Island would 
like to have the Island continue under 
American administration, and believe 
that the Piatt amendment will keep 
the new government, when It is form- 
ed, from getting' into snarls with all 
foreign countries. 

Trespass on Forest Reserves. 
Fresno, Cal., May 8.— Judge Wel- 
born, io orarruUng a demurrer made 
by sheep owners to complaints agaiinst 
them for trespassing on forest re- 
serves, gave an important opinion re- 
garding the jurisdiction of the United 
States executive authority over the 
forest reserves. He held that it could 
not bo questioned thai the government 
has entire ahthprfty over its public 
lands and that the right enjoyed by 
grazers of running their stock on the 
public domain was derived from the 
sufferance of executive power of tlu? 
natipnal govemmei^t ajid ^ot from any 
authorliafioii of e ongreiis.. 

Washington. May 8.— ine alleged

London, May 8.— Falling to reach a 
decision on the question of striking 
as a protest against the government's 
proposal to Impose a tax on coal, the 

miners' conference took a recess of 
two hours tu enable the district dele- 
gations to c aucus. 

The miners then decided against a 
stoppage of work. If the owners 
should attempt to reduce wages in any 
district another conference will be 
called to re( iinsider the question. 

A resolution was adopted by the 
miners' conference as follows: "The 
miners having been told by the chan- 
cellor of the exchequer that the e.xpoit 
tax on coal will be paid by the foreign 
consumer and that there are no r< a- 
sons why It should effect the work- 
men's wages, and believing this to be 
the reason the house of commons so 
strongly favored the tax, this confer- 
ence does not see its way to recom- 
mend a general stopiiage of wm !;, hut 
recommends that if any mining dis- 
trict Is asked to submit to a reduction 
of wages consequent upon the tax a 
general conference be called to deter- 
mine whether the whole of the miners 
of the country should be laid idle until 
the reduction is withdrawn." 

The resolution further condemns the 
tax and repudiates the alleged collu- 
sion between the mineis and owners 
to cause a general stoppage of work. 

More Lackawanna Men Out.

Pittsburg, May 8. — It is announced 
that the United States steel corpora- 
tion has adopted the policy of central- 
izing operatiims, of abambjiiing lis 
smalb r plants, those disadvantage- 
ous ly located and those that cannot be 
run economically. The work hereto- 
fore done at these plants will be 
transferred to those that can be oper- 
ate 1 to the aiivantag ■ of the ( umpany. 
To work out some of the details of 
this policy operating heads of tl;e 
ccincerns of the United States steel 
corporation have been in conference 
in New York, Undoubtedly the plan 
will revert with grtatest ben. lit te the 
Pittsburg distric t. as it is the uMst fa- 
von-d of all in which the United 
.States steel corporation operates. 

Adoption of this policy of centraliz- 
ing operations by the United States 
steed corporation will mean to the 
Pittsburg district, if carried into ef- 
fect without delay, the Itringing here 
within a year of about 50,000 mill men 
from plants of the company that will 
be abandoned. Massing of much more 
of the operations of the company in 
Pittsliuig will not only add tc) the 
number of ntill nun employed here, 
but the plant, from which the most 
important supplies of raw material are 
drawn in this district will also take on 
more men to do thc' work. 

Till' uinlerlying coniiianic's of the 
new .Me)L:an < oiubine have been work- 
ing toward the same plan of mobiliz- 
ing operations and abandoning the iso- 
lated and smaller plants and those 
that cannot be operated economically. 
The .Vmerican Biidge cenii'iiny ha.s 
had plans drawn for a new $1.0UU,OuO 
plant to be erected in the l^ittsburg 
district. The American Bridge com- 
pany has Us plants scattered through 
thc' east r.*. points wherc^ they are at a 
disaihanta/e to operate, and serie are 
consid 'red for abani'.otini nt. 

Recent announcement that the 
American Sheet Steel company had 
given up its plan to operate the new 
and costly pltTt at Chester. W. Va.. 
wns a reflection of the n'-w policy of 
the new .\Iof):an coni|iany. The ecjuip- 
mc-nt of this plant \vill be taken to 
Vandergrlft. where the most modern 
plant of the company, the Apollo Iron 
and Steed conrpany. is operate.l 

Since the Sheet coni[iaiiy foiined It 
has abanilore I a nuniber of its plants 
of lesser importance and nearly all of 
the apparatus of these was sent to 
Vandergrlft. Other plants of the com- 
pany, located at Cambridge, East LIT- 
erpool. Coshocton. Denison, Dresden, 
Niles, Canton, Canal Dover and Piqua, 
O., and Carnegie and Hyde Park, Pa., 
are among those which are being con- 
sidered as best to abandon and their 
equipment to be centered In a larger 
plant at Vandergrlft. The Sheet com- 
pany is nov about two months behind 
on its ordc rs, and the centralization of 
its scattered plants will take time. 

For the American Steel and Wire 
company this United States steel cor- 
poration Is exjiected to carry out the 
plan of the wii'e conu)anv to central- 
ize all otierations posslbl" at .VevlUe 
Island, where «1 0,000,000 works are 
being built. This has already led to 
the abandonment of plants at Worces- 
ter. Mass,, ami Is expected to be fol- 
lowed with v.orks at Cinc'nnntI, O., 
the Porti.ge »;orks at N'ewbnrg, .\.

HuDgry Folitivians Want Major Crain- 
baigh Remved From Ohio— New 
Siliiff M to ShMtjrbMtt.

The Florence Marmet is fast making 
herself a record. She left Point Pleasant 
at 3 p. m. Sunday, with a tow of twenty- 
eight coal barges, one coal boat and eight 
flats, a total of thirty«seTen pieces, made 
two way lanilin^s. malcing the run from 
Kanawha to Cincinnati in thirty*aix 
hoart. 

It ia reported at Pittsburg that a num- 
ber of Ohio politicians desire the re- 
moval of Major S. R. Crumbaugh, Super- 
vising Inspector of the Ohio river be- 
tween Pittaburg and Cincinnati, and a 
resident of Kentucky. It is said those 
who desire his removal claim he ia not a 
resident of the district of which be is in 
charge. The poeltion pays $3,200 a year. 

The W. W. O'Neal, with a tow of thirty- 
one pieces, ran her tow against pier No.
